HUGH MILLER AT THE DAME'’S SCHOOL. 


From “ The Life and Times of Hugh Miller.” 


Before his father’s death, Hugh Miller had been sent to a dame’s 
school, where, under the tuition of an old lady, its superintendent, who, 
most likely, had she been living in our days, would not have received a 
government certificate, or been favored with any pupil teachers, he 
groped his way through the Shorter Catechism, the Proverbs, the New 
Testament, and at length entered her highest, the Bible class. Even 
thus early was that peculiarity, which we shall afterwards meet as 
nearly marring his prospects, fully developed. In deference to his 
superiors he had, after a manner, made a kind of acquaintance with the 
rudiments of knowledge; but having no adequate sense of the tendency 
of his lessons, all was dark and chaotic. There are certain minds that 
probably might not have felt in any perceptible degree uncomfortable in 
such circumstances; but Hugh Miller was not one of these minds, He 
could not go on day after day getting crammed by some superior, without 
questioning whereunto that crammiog should grow ; he liked to see the 
reason of things—sought above all else to know the central principle 
around which the details, either of business or of study, grouped them- 
selves. In this strongly-marked mental peculiarity is embodied every 
pregnant hint for educationists. So soon as Hugh Miller made the dis- 
covery, that the art of reading was the art of finding stories in books, 
all the darkness and all the drudgery fled. Have the friends of educa- 
tion kept sight of this important fact? we are afraid that, in too many 
instances, the powerful lever it would place in the hands of the teacher 
has been left to rust unused. 

Having seen that reading was the key that unlocked a boundless 
store of mental pleasure, young Miller’s progress, which bad hitherto 
been nothing extraordinary, accelerated in something like a geometric 
ratio. The story of Joseph, the stories of Sampson, of David and Go- 
liath, of Elijah and Elisha, all were speedily mastered. And from these 
Hebrew tales—the joy of many generations of the youth of Scotland— 
Hugh Miller turned to those classical romances of childhood, Jack the 
Giant-Killer, Jack and the Bean Stalk, The Yellow Dwarf, Blue Beard 
Sinbad the Sailor, Beauty and the Beast, Aladdin or the Wonderful 
Lamp; and passed from these without break or conscious line of division 
to the Odyssey: for even so early had he seen that no other writer 
could cast a javelin with half the force of Homer. At this time, too, it 
was he found in that marvellous production of the tinker of Elstow— 
“The Pilgrim’s Progress” —a sacred Iliad; and rena he made 
the acquaintance of that class of works which we may designate, not in- 
appropriately, our Scottish Martyrology—‘ Howie’s Scots’ Worthies,” 
“ Naphthali, or the Hind let loose,” “The Cloud of Witnesses,” &c. ; 
blending, in his mind, by a perfectly nataral transition, the patriotic and 
religious struggles of the nation whose story these works record. It 
was the tone and coloring that the heroism of those humble men, “men 
who lived unknown till persecution dragged them into fame,” had given 
to the mind of Hugh Miller, that, when in 1831 he came a stonemason 
to the metropolis, so instinctively Jed him to Dr. M‘Crie’s humble chapel, 
None of the great men he saw in Edinburgh on this his first visit, pro- 
duced the saine powerful impression upon the wanderer from Cromarty, 
as the Biographer of Knox and Melville. 

The best part of his father’s library had perished with his t. 
Still there were a few books, curious and rare, that had been left behind. 
Among these were the “ Miracles of Nature and Art,” to which we find 
Dr, Jobnson referring, in one of the dialogues chronicled by Boswell, as 
scarce even in his day. It contained, also, what to one who subse- 
quently became so great an admirer of Goldsmith must have been a 
volume of no little interest, the only copy he ever saw of the “ Memoirs 
of a Protestant ” condemned to the galleys of France for his religion; a 
work which had been translated from the French by the author of the 
“Vicar of Wakefield” in his day of obscure literary dra , and 
which exhibited the peculiar excellencies of his style. Books of theol- 
ogy and books of travel made up the rest of the collection. Flavel’s 
works, Henry’s Commentary, and Hutcheson on the Lesser Prophets 
mingled with the voyages of Anson, Drake, Dampier, and Raleigh. It 
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might not, indeed, be such a collection as the Useful Knowledge Society 
would have altogether approved of placing in the hands of a youth; 
nevertheless, we believe it to have been just about the kind of collection 
to suit the versatile tastes of young Miller.. The aim of the Useful 
Knowledge Society was no doubt excellent, and, like most things done 
with good intentions, it was productive of sonie beneficial results. It 
failed, however, because it attempted to make of the rugged steep man 
must climb in quest of knowledge, never to be scaled without earnest 
toil and endeavor, a kind of macadamized road which all might travel 
with nearly equal ease and equal progress. The error was indeed an 
error into which the author of the ‘*‘Novum Organon” fell, but the 
delusion was not less pernicious because shared by Lord Bacon. We do 
not, therefore, wonder that Hugh Miller should have designated the 
works with which that society sought to flood the nation * intolerable 
nuisances, tenebrious stars, shedding their blighting intluence on youth- 
hood.” About this time, Hngh Miller’s Uncle, James, put into his 
hands Blind Harry’s “ Wallace.” When he had read how Wallace 
killed young Selbie, the constable’s son; how Wallace had fished the 
Irvine Water; and how Wallace killed the chur] with his own staff in 
Ayr,—his uncle, with that dry humor that makes a joke te’l, said to him 
the book seemed rather a rough sort of production, which he need read 
no more of unless he liked; but young Hugh rather did like—what boy 
ever did not ?7—to read of Wallace. He was intoxicated with the fiery 
narratives of the blind bard—all he had previously read of the marvels 
of foreign parts, of the glories of modern battles, seemed tame anc com- 
monplace; in a word, he was now a Scot. From the story of Scotland’s 
hero-guardian, he passed to the story of her hero-king, and in Barbour’s 
“Bruce” read the glorious consummation of the work Wallace had so 
gloriously begun.

Deatm or Henry Wiiuram Hersert.—Mr. Herbert, better known in the 
literary world by the nom de plume of “Frank Forester,” which he employed 
in connection with his works on sporting subjects, committed suicide on the 
17th inst., after many days of mental depression during which the act 
seems to have been frequently contemplated. Mr. Herbert was born in Lon- 
don 7th April, 1807 and was descended of a noble family, in which fact he 
took mela pride; neither did he ever relinquish a very strong attachment 
to the country of his birth, an attachment so strong as occasionally to induce 
expressions savoring of contempt for the country which he had made his 
home since 1831. Mr. Herbert while in America was connected with several 
literary undertakings, and was a contributor to a large number of periodi-- 
cals, Among his published works are ‘“‘The Brothers: a Tale of the 
Fronde ;” “Cromwell ;” “‘ Marmaduke Wyvil ; or, the Maid’s Revenge ;” ** The 
Roman Traitor;” “The Captains of the Old World;” “The Cavaliers of 
England ;” “ The Knights of England, Scotland, and France ;” “The Chev- 
aliers of France ;” “ Henry VIII, and his Six Wives;” and “The Wager of 
Battle.” He also published a metrical translation of the ‘‘ Prometheus” and 
the “ Agamemnon” of Aischylus, and had at the time of his decease made 
more or less progress in a translation ot the “Iliad.” As a writer on sporting 
subjects “Frank Forester” had achieved a wide reputation. His “ Field 
Sports;” “Fish and Fishing ;” “ Complete Manual for Young Sportsmen,” 
and the large and elaborate work on “ The Horse and Horsemanship,” are 
standards on their respective subjects, and in the same department he edited 
a number of works and wrote various serials for periodicals. Mr. Herbert 
left several works ready for the press: ‘“‘The Tricks and Traps of Horse 
Dealers ;” ‘‘ Hints to Horse-keepers ;” and “The Marys of History.” 


On Thursday, Mr. Charles Dickens commenced his series of publie read- 
ings to a brilliant and crowded assembly at St. Martin’s Hall; after premis- 
ing a few words as to the reasons which have induced him to undertake 
them, ‘ Firstly,” said Mr. Dickens, “I have satisfied myself that it can in- 
volve no possible compromise of the credit and independence of Literature. 
Secondly, I have long held the opinion, and have long acted on the opinion, 
that in these times whatever brings a public‘man and his public, face to face, 
on terms of mutual confidence and respect, is a good thing. hirdly, I have 
had a pretty large experience of the interest my hearers are so generous as 
to take in these occasions, and of the delight they give to me, as a tried 
means of strengthening those relations, | may almost say of personal friend- 
ship, which it is my great privilege and pride, as it is my great responsibil- 
ity, to hold with a multitude of persons who will never hear my voice, or see 
my face, Thus it is that I come, quite naturally, to be here among you.” 
A better reason was given in the reading itself—as seen in the delighted 
plaudits, and in the bright eyes warmer than cheers—which met the comedy 
and pathos of the tale —Atheneum May Ist.

Rupp & Carterton publish “ Following the Drum: a Glimpse of Frontier 
Life,” by Mrs. Vielé.. The volume contains sketches of military life in the 
South-west. 


Ticknor & Fietps have got out, simultaneously with the London edition, 
a volume entitled ‘‘ Specimens of Douglas Jerrold’s Wit: together with Selee- 
tions, chiefly from his contributions to Journals, intended to illustrate his 
Opinions,” arranged by his son Blanchard Jerrold, who observes in the pref 
ace: “I have endeavored to collect the seattered witticisms which, during 
the last twenty years, have been coupled with the name of Douglas Jerrold. 
The collection is very incomplete. It cannot include one twentieth part of 
the brilliant repartees, the sparks of wisdom, the flashes of burning fire, 
which fell from the eloquent tongue that is now mute forever. Charles 
Kemble said that in one of Douglas Jerrolds plays there was wit sufficient for 
three comedies by any other writer; but if it were possible to collect com- 
pletely the thousands of ‘ good things’ that, in the daily intercourse of life— 
over the study fire at Putney, at picnics in the Pas de Calais, at the table of 
‘Our Ciub,’ in the genial cirele of the Old Mulberries, and at the family din- 
ner-table—fell from the lips of one of the kindest among men, the present 
spare volume would swell to the proportions of an encyclopedia, and the 
reputation of the author of “ Bubbles of the Day” would increase tenfold. 
‘ Disjecta membra are all we find of any poet or of any man,’ A complete 
collection of Douglas Jerrold’s wit is now impossible. From far and near, 
however—from old friends long separated, from club associates, and fireside 
companions, I have gleaned the few ears of golden grain which time had left 
within the reach of their memory. Not one friend who has afforded me # 
single grain has failed to assure me of his sorrow over the treachery of his mem- 
ory. ‘The ghosts of ahundred good things appeared to him, but he could not 
reach them. Ouly the recollection of the time and circumstances, which had 
given birth to each, could bring them back to definite shape. The humble 
editor of the present volume can, for his own part, call to mind many even- 
ings when his father kept the company about his table till a late hour, flash- 
ing upon them quaint turns of thought and bright shafts of wit; each of 
which was worth the trouble of a note-book. And the son has left, deter- 
mined, henceforth. to bear in mind all his father’s sayings, and to commit 
them, from the dangerous keeping of the memory, to these safer media, ink 
aud paper. But this determination was never acted upon; and the culprit 
who fell from it, and now presents this poor skeleton of a splendid presence, 
regrets his sin of omission keenly, and will regret it always. Still the pres- 
ent volume makes, in the humble opinion of its compiler, no ordinary list of 
wise things said by one man. Let the reader be pleased to note also, that 
if, here and there, the arrow stings with a malignant poison upon its barb, 
the wound is for the strong that have oppressed the weak—the ignoble who 
have warred against the noble. There is consuming fire in many of the say- 
ings; but the victim, in every case, deserves to die. On the other hand, 
there are touches of infinite tenderness in every page. The eye that flashed 
fire over a wrong done by the strong to the weak; the lip that curled with 
scorn at the meanness of life, softened to sweet pity over a story of sorrow. 
It has been the persevering endeavor of many men who have smarted under 
the keen lash of Douglas Jerrold’s wit, to prove to the world that the man 
who wrote ‘ Clovernook’ and the ‘ Story of a Father’ was a savage misan- 
thrope, who had small belief in the goodness, but infinite faith ia the rotten- 
ness, of human nature. The present volume will, it is believed, go far to dis- 
pel this error, and to confound its authors. 





Epwarp Duniean & Brotuer have got out a volume by J. W. Cummings 
D.D., entitled “ Italian Legends and Sketches. They “are drawn from re- 
miniscences of study and travel in different parts of that beautiful countmy. 
They will be found to possess one merit at least, that of brevity. The writer 
has written as he felt, and he treats his readers to a little information, a 
little description, a little piety, a little poetry, and even a little amusement. 
He has tried to furnish something easy to read, and yet, he hopes, not al- 
together unimproving. Some of the Sketches have appeared before in the 
periodicals of the day, but most of the matter, even where it is not new, is 
published for the first time. The author hopes that his readers will enjoy 
the Italian excursicen upon which he undertakes to act as their guide, treat- 
ing them on the road to a nuwber of tales, either true or as like truth as he 
could make them, and concludes with the augury of old-fashioned Italian 
prefaces: Vivete felici—May you be happy.”

Parker, AJM, and J. Madison Watson, completing the series of “ National 
Readers,” issued by this house. The publishers state that “no amount of time 
or money has been spared to render them, as near as may be, perfect in all 
their parts.” The following are claimed as the principal distinguishing fea- 
tures of the series: “ A System of Word-Building is successfully developed in 
the Primer and First Reader. Beginning with the words of one letter, ad- 
ditional lists of words are formed by prefixing or affixing single letters. Each 
list of words is followed by an interesting and instructive Reading Lesson, 
which embraces only such words as the pupil has previously learned. Chil- 
dren, in first attempting to read, find great difficulty in determining. the cor- 
rect pronunciation of the separate words. As ow taught, they are of 
necessity so intent upon this, that they almost wholly lose sight of the con- 
nection, sense, and sentiment, and thus contract vicious habits, which, in 
most instances, remain through life. To avoid this difficulty, and to enable 
pupils to read understandingly and with ease, each reading lesson in the 
First and Second Readers is preceded by a list of the more difficult words, 
carefully arranged for a class exercise in pronunciation. Articulation and 
Orthoépy are recognized as of primary importance. Complete exercises on 
the elementary sounds and their combinations are so introduced in the 
smaller books, as to teach but one element at a time, and toa pl this know- 
ledge to use as soon as it is acquired.

A 
simple, complete, and eminently practical Treatise on Elocution appears in 
the more advanced works. The principles and rules are stated in a succinct 
and lucid manner, and followed by examples and exercises of sufficient num- 
ber and extent, to enable the student thoroughly to master each point as 
presented, as well as to acquire a distinct comprehension of the parts as a 
whole. The selections for Reading and Declamation throughout the entire 
Series, contain what are regarded as the choicest gems of English literature. 
The works of many authors, ancient and modern, have been consulted, and 
nearly two hundred standard writers of the English language, on both sides 
of the Atlantic, have been laid under contribution to enable the authors to 
present a collection, rich in all that can inform the understanding, ae 
the taste, and cultivate the heart; and which, at the same time, shall fur- 
nish every variety of style and subject to exemplify the principles of Rhetor- 
ical delivery, and form a finished reader and elocutionist.

Few men, it is confidently 
affirmed, have penetrated deeper into the very heart of this great subject; 
and a more comprehensive, able and practical discussion of the subject will 
not be found. A chief excellence of this treatise is its seripturalness. Dr. 
Monod interrogated the Biste as to the question of Woman’s proper Mission 
and Life; and he found its light, here as elsewhere, clear and sufficient. ‘I 
resolved,’ says he, ‘to open the Bible, to listen to it, and to allow myself to 
. ,be guided by it; and I have been confounded at finding there, instead of 
some thoughts scattered throughout forty books and nineteen centuries, an 
entire doctrine, developing itself from book to book and from age to age, 
passing from the hand of prophet to apostle, as a work planned by one work- 
man and transmitted by him to another to complete; a doctrine whose mis- 
sion, plenitude, clearness, simplicity, brilliant in the midst of an ignorance 
rofound and universal, excited in me a surprise which grew with meditation. 
Por all this revealed itself to me by degrees; the place assigned to Woman in 
Scripture, limited at the first glance, continually enlarged itself before me. 
We must seek for Woman in Scripture; but. once found, she appears there 
clothed with a ministry as beneficent as glorious. Her position there in- 
structed me: I learned that such as she is in this book, she ought to be in 
life—great, but hidden. I say it boldly: of all religions and all systems, 
Scripture alone has known and understood Woman.’ Atatime like the pres- 
ent, when, among us, the vocation and ‘rights’ of Woman are much dis- 
cussed, and extreme opinions are urged in both directions, the introduction 
of Dr. Monod’s noble thoughts to our people, by means of a translation, can be 
neither a nor without profit. They havé passed through several 
editions in France, but have not, so far as is known, been presented until 
now in an English dress. Appearing, in the original, as pulpit productions, 
two or three insignificant changes in the phraseology have been made to suit 
their present form.” 


Cuantzs B. Norton publishes ‘The History and Antiquities of the city of 
St. Augustine, Florida, founded, a.p. 1565: comprising some of the most inter- 
esting portions of the Early History of Florida,” by George R. Fairbanks, 
vice-president of the Florida Historical Society. ‘This volume, relating to 
the history and antiquities of the oldest settlement in the United States, has 
grown out of a lecture delivered by the author, and which he was desired to 
embody in a more permanent form.” The author says further : ‘‘ I have en-
